RESUME of war work done by Stivers High School at this 
time is interesting. War activities were begun soon after war 
was declared in 1914, when girls made candy to sell in the 
dining room, realizing $50 from their first sale, using the pro- 
ceeds to buy materials to make into hospital supplies. 


Literary societies and the school at large have contributed 
$315 towards a fund for buying materials for hospital work. 
The girls of the school have made, in all, 1,978 necessary articles for hospitals, 
French and Belgium orphans and soldiers. 


Boys’ and girls’ study halls furnished the yarn and made fifteen beautiful 
afghans for hospitals in France, representing a cost of $160. 


Liberty Bonds bought by the teachers and pupils amounted to $4,800. 
$16,000 of this amount was subscribed during the Fourth Liberty Loan drive 
last fall. 


In addition to this splendid sum invested in bonds, $7,220 has been in- 
vested in War Savings Stamps by the school. 


The contribution from the school to the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. war 
fund amounted to $2,500. 

In the old shoe campaign 4,500 pairs were donated through the efforts of 
the school. : 

Six hundred and fifty members of the Junior Red Cross and 400 girls 
joined the Patriotic League. The girls devoted much of their school time as 
wess aS many hours after school to promote the interests of the League and 
the Red Cross work. 

Stivers’ students and teachers contributed 1,000 pieces of linen to the cam- 
paign conducted by the local Red Cross. 

One thousand French orphans have been adopted by the pupils at Stivers, 
from whom many interesting and appreciative letters have been received. 

_ Boys’ war cooking classes were formed, in which camp cooking was em- 
phasized. It proved a great success. 

Many boys, in addition to other kinds of service, spent their vacation in 
doing useful farm work. 

Many patriotic assemblies with War Community signs were the means 
of keeping the school 100 per cent, prepared to do its share towards winning 
the war and helping in the reconstruction since the close of the war. 

The Service Flag, consisting of 175 stars, 1 Red Cross star, was rededi- 
cated in February after an inspiring address by Dr. M. E. Wilson, former 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church. 

A few weeks later a memorial service was ably conducted by Dr. J. G. 
Huber, pastor of the First U. B. Church, in honor of those who made the su- 
preme sacrifice. 

Those who have returned from service abroad as well as at home have 
received a cordial welcome from their friends and, especially, from their 
ALMA MATER.

Bernard Freeman, °19, enlisted in 
the United States Aero Service as an 
apprentice draftsman in January, 
1918. He was stationed at Fort 
Thomas, Kentucky, for several weeks 
and later was transferred to Camp 
McArthur, Texas. While there he 
‘contracted pneumonia, against which 
he battled for several weeks. It was 
not his part to accompany his com- 
rades across the sea, but to make the 
supreme sacrifice in his own land, 


March 17, 1918. 


Singing he went—song ever on his 
lips—

Tom Hawthorn, a Stivers graduate 


of the class of 1917, was one of the | 


first Dayton boys to answer the call of 
his country, having enlisted in the 
field artillery in May, 1917. After 
several weeks’ training at Triangle 
Park, he left Dayton with his com- 
rades of Battery D for Camp Sheri- 
dan, Alabama. On February 14, 
1915, he was struck by lightning and 
was killed immediately. His body 
was brought to Dayton, accompanied 
by a military escort of six soldiers. 


Yes, he was brave, most brave, with 
laughter on his lips. 
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Earl C. Steinman of the 7°17 class, 
enlisted April 19, 1917, and joined 
Co. K of the 148th Infantry, stationed 
in Cincinnati. He was there about 
two months when he was_ sent 
to Wright Field. Soon his Com- 
pany left for Camp Sheridan. There 
he volunteered for service in the 
Headquarters Department. That De- 
partment then left for overseas’ duty 
about four weeks before the 148th 
left. After arriving overseas he was 
transferred to the First Division Co. 
B, 28th Infantry. Before the Battle 
of the Argonne he volunteered for 
the First Division Schock Troops. 
The battle lasted from September 28 
to October 7, and it was in this battle 
that on October 7 he received a mor- 
tal wound, resulting in his immediate 
death. He was buried October 6, 
1918, in Grave No. 69, American Cem- 
etery, Chateau-de-Salvange, in Meuse, 
France. 


I never have known anyone so proud 
so fierce for faith, so strong for 
nobleness. 


Sergeant Ralph B. Clemens, who 
graduated from Stivers in the class of 
1913, entered military service at 
Camp Sherman, Ohio, on October 3, 
1917, as a member of Battery A, 
322nd Field Artillery. Ralph saw 
active service at the front for several 
months, and lost his life in active serv- 
ice for his country on the morning of 
November llth, at Ecurey, France,

just a few hours before hostilities 
ceased. 


He was cheerful and smiling and — 


clear-eyed and fine. 

Robert S. Bowman, of the 717 class, 
enlisted April 20th, 1917, at Dayton, 
and was sent immediately to Fort 
Leavenworth, thence to Kelly Field, 


San Antonia, Texas, where he was as-’ 


signed to the 25th Aero Squadron. 
He sailed January 8,.1918, for over- 
seas duty. He was sent to Ayr, Scot- 
land, to an Aerial Fighting School. 
He was sent to France the first 
part of August, 1918. There his 
squadron was in the 4th Pursuit 
Groupe near Toul, France. He was 
killed in action October 15, 1918. His 
grave when found by his comrades, 
March, 1919, had this inscription in 
German at its head: “Here lies a 
young American warrior.” ; 


His days have all been splendid days, 
there lies no broken trust 

Along the pathway of his youth to 
molden in the dust. — 


John D. Puckett of Stivers enlisted 
in Battery D April 26, 1917, and re- 
ceived his military training at Camp 
Sheridan. He sailed for France June 
27, 1918, and was killed near Bor- 
deaux, France, in gun practice, Aug- 
ust 27, 1918, on his twentieth birth- 
day. 


He gave himself that he might save 
All that a Christian should revere, 
All that enlightened men hold dear. 


Clarence Click of the Class of °12, 
enlisted in Battery D. From Dayton 
he went to Camp Sheridan, where he 
remained until June, 1918. Later he 
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sailed for overseas duty and arrived 
July 10 at Bordeaux. He was killed 
August 27 by a premature explosion 
while at range practice, John Puckett 
being killed by the same explosion. 
Clarence made the supreme sacrifice 
in the “line of duty.” 


Strong to the end, a man of men from 
- out the strife he passed. 


Lieutenant Claude J. Brannum 
graduated from Stivers High School 
in 1914. He died November 19, 1918, 
from injuries received in an airplane 
accident at Selfridge Field, Mt. Clem- 
ens, Mich., on November 15, 1918. 

Lieutenant Brannum received his 
early training at the school of Mili- 
tary Aeronautics, Ohio State Univer- 
sity. Early in January, 1918, he was 
sent to the School of Military Aero- 
nautics at the University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkley, Cal., where he com- 
pleted his ground training. Flying 
instructions were received at Rock- 
well Field, San Diego, Cal., Post Field, 
Fort Sill, Okla., and Taliaferro Field, 
Fort Worth, Texas. After complet- 
ing his training he was ordered to 
Selfridge Field, Mt. Clemens, Mich., 
where he was an instructor up to the 
time of his death. 


He leaves a white 

Unbroken glory, a gathered radiance; 

A width, a shining peace, under the 
night. 


Stanley Whitcomb of the 716 class 
met his death accidentally at the post 
of duty in Fort Wadsworth, New 
York. He was hurt on the 17th and 
lived ten days. Chaplain Weber 
wrote of him: “To me he was like 
a child with beautiful thoughts, a 
pure heart and a clear eye. Isn’t it a 
comfort to you to know that his life 
was worth while, and that others saw 
the beautifulness of it, and that in his 
own quiet way he, too, preached 
many a sermon by his living?” He 
was buried in Woodland Cemetery, 
and was accorded full military hon- 
ors. 


Delightful task! to rear the tender thought,

Basket Ball Review 


The basketball season of °18-'19 has been the most success- 
ful ever enjoyed by either a Stivers team or any team in Ohio. 
There have been twenty straight victories to our credit, as well 
as the City, Southern and State Championships. 


The chief event of the season was the winning of the State 
Championship. After an enthusiastic send-off by the student 
body, the team, with a record of fourteen straight victories, left 
for the semi-finals at Delaware. In the first two games Stivers 
did not meet with much opposition, easily defeating Grove City 
and Lancaster. In the next game, however, two undefeated 
teams, Stivers and Portsmouth, were matched. After one of the 
hardest fought battles in the tournament Stivers proved to be the 
winner with the large end of the score 20-17. By defeating 
Cambridge, Stivers earned the right to return for the finals. 

Accompanied by some three hundred rooters the team left 
for the contest, confident of bringing home the State Champion- 
ship. In the morning game Stivers defeated our old rival, Mari- 
etta, thus gaining the Southern Championship. The winner of 
the Northern Championship was East Tech of Cleveland, whom 
we were scheduled to play in the afternoon. This game was the 
battle royal of the tournament. With but eight minutes of the 
second half remaining and only four men on the floor, by fight- 
ing desperately, Stivers was able to win, with a score of 25-22. 

_Because of their splendid playing, three of the boys were 
placed on all State teams, Sifford as forward on the first team, 
and Harry and Harvey Schwab as center and guard on the sec- 
ond. 

This remarkable record was due to the hard work of the 
boys, the capability of the coach and the faithfulness of the sec- 
ond team.
